Napoleon

Sunday aged 94. 
A tragic figure in 
the latter years of her long life, tlio

“The Queen of Sorrows”. 
Lovers of propriety and admirers 
of womanly spirit delight in contend­ 
ing that the blpw óf a little riding 
whip across tho legs of Napoleon III 
made the Countess Eugenie de Mom- 
ijo the Empress of France. 
Mile, de Montijo had been ridiculed 
and openly insulted by French royal­ 
ty at Tuileries, even though Napoleon 
wus madly in love with her. 
Once, 
during a horse back ride, the Emperor 
anxiously inquired of the beautiful 
Spanish countess If she had ever been 
in love, 
”1 may have had fancies, sire,” she 
answered, “but I have never forgotten 
that I am Mile de Montijo.” 
That 
day 
they became separated 
from the main party and returned 
to 
the 
palace very late, and alone 
Napoleoh, in defiance of all tradition 
and ceremony, escorted Mile. Eugenie 
to the very door of her boudoir, and 
he iingerod there longer than was 
prudent. 
In 
another 
few minutes 
there would have been more than a 
scandal—the fair Montijo would have 
been compromised. She saved the si­ 
tuation by ordering her imperial lover 
to retire, 
and 
when he laughingly 
lingered she emphasized her request 
with a smart blow from her riding 
whip, v „.

Very soon after this occurrence the 
Due dc Momy waited on Madnrft© di 
Montijo with a letter from Napoleon
